HOME  COMING  DAY 

Northwestern  University  Dental  School  instituted  a  new  de- 
parture in  the  June  Commencement  festivities,  the  first  annual 
Home  Coming  of  its  alumni,  a  day  set  apart  for  an  extensive 
clinic  in  which  many  operations  were  performed  and  many 
professional  devices  presented  by  the  graduates  of  this  school. 
More  than  two  hundred  of  its  2,500  alumni  were  in  attendance. 
Representatives  of  all  its  graduating  classes  during  every  year 
since  1888  were  there.  It  was  a  pleasant  reunion  for  many,  and 
everyone  present  voted  the  institution  of  an  annual  Home 
Coming  Day  a  great  success.  It  has  been  decided  to  make  this 
a  permanent  feature  in  Commencement  week. 

Since  the  institution  of  the  general  Commencement  Day  for 
all  of  the  departments  of  the  University,  the  students  and  alumni 
of  the  Dental  School  are  developing  a  greater  University  spirit. 
The  ceremonies  connected  with  Commencement  during  the  pres- 
ent year,  in  the  new  Gymnasium  at  Evanston — the  generous  gift 
of  Mr.  J.  A.  Patten — greatly  impressed  the  graduating,  class,  and 
did  much  toward  this  development  of  University  spirit. 

OUTLOOK  FOR  DENTISTRY 

The  outlook  for  practitioners  of  dentistry  of  the  future,  judg- 
ing simply  by  the  principles  that  govern  human  activities  in 
other  fields,  seems  very  encouraging  at  this  time.  If  the  law 
of  supply  and  demand  is  worth  considering  in  this  connection, 
the  indications  are  now  very  strong  that  the  services  of  prop- 
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erly  trained  dentists  will  be  greatly  needed  in  the  future.  From 
educational  statistics  published  by  the  United  States  Government 
in  1908,  reviewing  the  conditions  in  professional  schools  to  1907 
inclusive,  it  appears  that  in  1900  throughout  the  United  States 
there  were  enrolled  8,009  students  in  Theology  and  in  1907 
there  were  enrolled  9,187,  a  gain  of  1,178  in  that  profession,  com- 
paring the  last  with  the  earlier  year. 

In  Law  there  were  enrolled  in  1900,  12,516  students,  and  in 
1907,  16,700,  a  gain  of  3,816  students. 

In  Homeopathic  Medicine  1,909  students  matriculated  in 
1900,  and  in  1907,  only  1,102,  a  falling  off  of  807  between  1900 
and  1907. 

In  Regular  Medicine  there  were  enrolled  22,752  in  1900,  and 
22,022  in  1907,  a  falling  off  of  730. 

In  Dentistry,  in  1900  there  were  enrolled  7,928  students  and 
in  1907,  6,919,  a  decline  of  1,009. 

In  Pharmacy  in  1900  there  were  4,042  students  enrolled,  and 
in  1907,  5,047,  a  gain  of  1,005. 

In  Veterinary  Surgery  the  gain  in  these  seven  years  was  730, 
beginning  in  1900  with  962,  and  reaching  1,692  in  1907. 

With  reference  to  the  graduates  in  these  different  branches, 
the  Government  statistics  show  that  in  Theology  there  was  an 
actual  loss  of  94  between  the  years  1900  and  1907,  1,773  being 
graduated  in  the  first  and  1,679  in  the  latter  year. 

In  Law  there  was  a  total  gain  of  194  graduates  in  these 
seven  years. 

In  Homeopathic  Medicine  there  was  a  total  loss  of  186  gradu- 
ates between  1900  and  1907. 

In  Regular  Medicine  there  was  a  decline  of  299  graduates  in 
these  seven  years. 

MORE  DENTISTS  NEEDED 

In  Dentistry  there  was  a  decline  of  275  graduates. 

In  Pharmacy  there  was  a  gain  of  256  graduates,  and  in  Veter- 
inary Surgery,  a  gain  of  323. 

When  it  is  remembered  that  all  the  dentists  graduated  and 
in  practice  in  1900  had  a  sufficient  demand  upon  their  time  to 
keep  them  busy,  and  that  the  population  of  the  United  States 
between  1900  and  1907  increased  by  at  least  nine  millions,  the 
economic  deduction  would  be  fair  that  this  large  increase  of 
population  demanded  a  corresponding  increase  in  new  practi- 
tioners. The  fact  is  that  the  number  of  practitioners  in  Den- 
tistry has  actually  decreased  because  of  the  inroads  made  by 
deaths,  conditions  of  health  and  changed  conditions  of  business, 
and  other  causes  that  constantly  diminish  the  number  of  those 
in  practice. 

It  would  seem  that  the  professions  of  Law,  Pharmacy  and 
Veterinary  Surgery  alone  have  approximately  kept  pace  with 
the  demands  that  a  constantly  increasing  population  involves. 

In  Dentistry  as  well  as  in  Medicine,  the  conditions  for  en- 
trance in  colleges  have  greatly  increased  within  the  last  seven 
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years,  and  the  courses  have  increased  in  length.  This  may  in 
part  explain  the  falling  off  in  the  number  of  matriculates  and 
graduates  in  these  professions.  But  these  increased  preparatory 
requirements  for  entrance  to  the  profession  will  aid  in  increas- 
ing the  esteem  of  dental  practitioners  with  educated  people. 

In  the  United  States  there  is  at  present  one  dentist  to  about 
every  2,400  of  the  population,  which  is  a  very  much  smaller 
ratio  than  in  any  other  profession  demanding  personal  service. 

LAST  YEAR'S  CLINIC 

The  clinical  experience  of  Northwestern  University  Dental 
School  during  last  year,  so  far  as  it  can  be  represented  in  figures, 
indicates  that  each  Senior  student  carried  during  the  year  60 
separate,  individual  patients,  and  performed  about  255  operations, 
which  means  that  each  Senior  student  had  the  opportunity  to 
perform  more  than  one  practical  operation  during  each  day  of 
his  school  year,  and  that  each  Junior  student  had  the  care  of 
at  least  thirty  different  patients,  upon  whom  he  performed  more 
than  130  operations,  or  more  than  one  a  day  during  the  period  of 
one  semester. 

These  operations  covered  the  field  of  Operative  and  Prosthetic 
Dentistry,  Orthodontia  and  Oral  Surgery.  The  clinic  is  abund- 
antly supplied,  and  it  became  necessary  in  the  last  two  months  of 
the  course  to  turn  away  many  patients.  The  outlook  for  clinical 
material  was  never  better.  It  is  in  greater  abundance  than  the 
limited  student  body  of  the  present  day  is  able  to  take  care  of. 

THE  NATIONAL  ASSOCIATION 

At  the  meeting  of  the  National  Association  of  Dental  Faculties 
it  was  decided  that,  beginning  with  the  year  1910,  all  dental 
schools  belonging  to  the  Association  will  require  of  their  first 
year  matriculates  a  completed  course  from  an  accredited  high 
school  or  academy.  Candidates  for  matriculation  who  do  not 
possess  a  diploma  or  similar  certificate,  showing  the  completion 
of  such  a  high  school  course,  are  required  to  appear  for  examina- 
tion before  a  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  or  his 
deputy,  and  procure  from  such  officer  a  certificate  of  equivalent 
education.  This  is  what  Northwestern  has  required  since  1906, 
and  of  course  it  is  glad  to  have  all  the  other  schools  in  the 
country  meet  its  standard. 

HONORS  TO  OUR  ALUMNI 

Dr.  William  B.  Power,  '07,  has  been  honored  by  the  governor 
of  the  state  of  Washington  by  appointment  to  the  State  Board 
of  Dental  Examiners.  Dr.  Peter  Appel,  '01  of  Cheyenne,  occupies 
a  similar  position  in  the  State  Board  of  Wyoming,  and  is  secre- 
tary of  the  Board.  Dr.  Chas.  H.  Walsh,  '00,  of  Winnipeg,  is 
secretary  of  the  Manitoba  Board. 
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MORE  LIGHT 

The  six  arc  lights  illuminating  the  Operative  Clinic  room 
have  been  taken  out  and  in  their  stead  twelve  three  cluster 
Tungsten  lights  have  been  installed.  The  illuminating  power  is 
doubled  and  the  distribution  of  light  greatly  increased  by  this 
arrangement.  Dark  days  will  not  be  a  hindrance  to  point-making 
this  winter. 

VACATION  NOTES 

Dr.  Dorsey  now  on  his  trip  around  the  world  is  sending  daily 
letters  to  the  Chicago  Tribune.  These  are  regularly  printed  on 
the  first  page  and  are  the  most  interesting  foreign  correspondence 
appearing  in  Chicago  papers  for  many  a  day.

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DEAN  BLACK  S  IMPORTANT  INVESTIGATIONS 

Dr.  G.  V.  Black  has  been  in  the  Rocky  Mountains  during  the 
vacation  period,  examining  the  teeth  of  children,  and  making  new 
discoveries  in  pathological  conditions  of  enamel.  Much  time 
was  spent  also  in  examining  the  conditions  that  might  influence 
for  good  or  evil  the  teeth  of  the  children  of  certain  regions,  such 
as  the  nature  of  the  soil,  the  water  used,  food  habits,  the  quality 
of  food,  etc.  Dr.  Black  visited  dairies  and  pasture  lands;  exam- 
ined stocks  of  cows  that  furnished  the  children's  milk,  the  grass 
on  which  they  feed,  the  water  they  drink  and  the  salts  contained 
in  them.  His  outing  has  had  much  more  of  the  elements  of  hard 
scientific  work  than  of  rest.  He  has  brought  home  with  him 
much  material  which  he  is  yet  busy  putting  into  such  form  as 
will  make  a  permanent  record.  In  due  time  it  will  be  given  to 
the  profession  as  additional  information  in  dental  pathology. 

However,  the  Dean  stole  away  from  scientific  work  to  spend 
five  or  six  days  at  Camp  Pueblo  on  the  Gunnison  River,  so  cele- 
brated for  its  trout.  He  did  this  in  company  with  Dr.  Varley  of 
the  city  of  Pueblo,  a  famous  trout  fisherman  who  can  cast  his 
slender  trout  line  with  a  delicate  fly  attached  seventy  feet  and 
lay  it  on  the  water  as  straight  as  an  arrow.-  He  renewed  his 
youth  by  burro  riding  on  the  mountains.

**Tuesday,  July  6th,  found  me  in  St.  Paul.  I  made  pleas- 
ant calls  upon  Drs.  Davern,  '97;  Stevenson,  '01;  O'Brien,  '02; 
Wolkow,  '03  and  Stalland,  '04.  Dr.  Geo.  A.  Madison,  '04,  had  not 
returned  from  his  4th  of  July  celebration  and  only  a  card  visit 
was  therefore  possible.  Dr.  Madison  it  will  be  remembered,  was 
the  generous  donor  of  the  fine  oil  painting  of  our  worthy  Dean, 
Dr.  G.  V.  Black,  which  decorates  the  entrance  to  the  Operative 
clinic.  A  very  delightful  call  was  also  made  on  Dr.  E.  K. 
Wedelstaedt,  who  although,  unfortunately  for  the  school,  is  not 
a  graduate  of  it,  yet  doesn't  take  second  place  to  any  of  its 
alumni  in  loyalty  and  in  love  for  its  Dean. 

The  afternoon  was  spent  in  visits  in  the  western  portion  of 
the  Twin  Cities — the  beautiful  city  of  Minneapolis,  where  I  met 
Dr.  Wright  and  Gerecke,  '99;  Brandes,  '97;  Cornell,  '96;  Pierce, 
'00;  Weyhe,  '02  and  Wilen,  '08.  I  was  glad  to  discover  that  my 
namesake,  Dr.  Geo.  R.  F.  Koch,  of  the  class  of  '01,  had  not 
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crossed  the  ''Beautiful  River"  to  the  ''far  beyond/*  as  had  been 
reported  to  the  school,  but  that  he  was  very  much  in  evidence 
and  enjoying  a  prosperous  practice,  and  that  communications 
still  reach  him  via  United  States  mail. 

A  night's  journey  and  the  flourishing  city  of  Fargo,  N.  D., 
was  reached,  where  Drs.  Cromb,  '02;  Timmins,  '04  and  Follett 
and  Hauser,  '08,  are  establishing  good  practices. 

From  there  a  side  trip  was  taken  to  Grand  Forks,  and  a  short 
chat  was  enjoyed  with  Drs.  Couvrette,  '01  and  Colborn,  '02. 

It  was  noticed  in  all  these  visitations  that  while  there  seemed  to 
be  a  reasonable  demand  upon  the  time  and  services  of  the  alumni 
visited,  their  office  hours  were  arranged  in  an  exceedingly  leisurely 
way.  Being  accustomed  to  Chicago's  rustle,  I  was  somewhat  dis- 
appointed in  rarely  ever  finding  these  dentists  in  their  offices 
before  nine  or  half  past  nine  o'clock,  and  scarcely  ever  succeeding 
in  making  a  visit  in  their  offices  after  five  o'clock  P.  M.  In  most 
towns  leisure  was  taken  of  an  hour  or  two  for  a  noon-day  meal. 
Fargo  is  a  prohibition  town  and  four  Northwestern  alumni  are 
located  there.  I  crossed  the  river  into  Minnesota  to  the  city  of 
Moorhead.  Here  I  found  no  Northwestern  alumni  located,  but 
noticed  that  nearly  every  building  in  one  block  was  occupied 
by  a  saloon,  and  every  other  building  in  the  next  block.  Whether 
the  absence  of  saloons  in  one  city  and  their  existence  in  great 
abundance  in  the  other  had  anything  to  do  with  influencing  the 
presence  or  absence  of  our  alumni  there  is  a  problem  that  I 
have  not  been  able  to  solve. 

Through  the  wonderful  wheat  fields  of  eastern  North  Dakota, 
and  the  bad  lands  of  the  western  portion  of  this  state,  and  the 
eastern  portion  of  Montana  I  journeyed.  The  next  stop  was 
Billings,  Montana.  Here  Dr.  Wm.  O.  Allen,  '97,  is  the  only  repre- 
sentative practitioner  of  our  school,  but  several  calls  were  made 
upon  members  of  the  profession  who  are  graduates  of  other 
schools. 

Next,  after  climbing  up  and  down  seemingly  impassable  moun- 
tains on  the  Northern  Pacific  Road,  I  arrived  at  Butte,  Montana 
— the  city  devoid  of  vegetation,  but  rich  in  smelters  and  great 
wealth  created  thereby.  Here  Drs.  Bimrose  and  Keyser,  '98, 
Best,  '06,  and  Mills,  '08,  are  holding  up  the  Northwestern  ban- 
ner. Unfortunately,  Dr.  Bimrose  had  left  for  a  fishing  trip  the 
day  before,  or  else  I  might  have  been  persuaded  to  join  him  in 
the  sport.  A  very  pleasant  visit,  however,  was  enjoyed  with 
Mrs.  Bimrose,  who  promised  to  bring  the  Doctor,  as  well  as 
herself,  to  attend  the  next  Home  Coming  clinic.  To  Dr.  Keyser 
and  his  good  wife,  I  desire  to  make  particular  acknowledg- 
ment for  courtesies  received.  Upon  Dr.  Best  I  was  sorry  to  be 
able  to  make  only  a  card  call.  Friend  Mills  had  gone  to  Helena 
to  meet  the  State  Board  of  Dental  Examiners. 

At  Great  Falls,  Drs.  Barth  and  Johnson,  '99,  and  Baker,  '03, 
are  fiourishing.  A  pleasant  hour  was  spent  there,  and  then  the 
journey  was  resumed  to  Helena,  the  capital  city. 
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Here  it  was  my  great  pleasure  to  find  the  State  Dental  Board 
in  session,  with  whom  I  enjoyed  an  extended  interview.  I  also 
found  five  of  our  students  and  graduates,  including  Mills  of  Butte, 
going  through  the  ordeal  of  the  state  examination.  I  hope  that 
my  presence  there  had  no  detrimental  effect  upon  the  class  of 
twenty  or  more  being  examined. 

Dr.  Trerise,  '04,  is  the  only  representative  of  Northwestern 
practicing  in  that  city,  but  all  who  know  him  agree  that  he  is  a 
host  within  himself,  and  he  certainly  exhibited  that  quality  to  me. 

At  Missoula,  Drs.  McComb,  '93,  and  Jos.  Oettinger,  '97,  are 
among  the  prominent  practitioners.  Here  it  was  found  that 
some  original  research  work  is  being  done  by  regular  examina- 
tions of  the  teeth  of  the  children  in  the  public  schools.  The 
tabulation  of  this  work  is  being  very  carefully  made  by  Dr.  Rider, 
who  is  supported  in  his  efforts  by  other  dentists  in  the  city. 
He  is  a  recent  graduate  of  another  school,  but  deserves  com- 
mendation for  his  enthusiasm  in  this  research  work.  I  might 
state  here  that  I  was  persuaded  to  make  an  effort  to  become 
an  agriculturist  while  in  Missoula,  or  at  least  to  register  in  the 
drawing  for  the  Flathead  Indian  Reservation  lands.  My  train 
for  Spokane  left  at  12:18  A.  M.  on  July  15th,  but  at  12:00  o'clock 
midnight,  or  rather  one  minute  after  that  hour,  a  notary  was 
good  enough  to  open  his  office  for  registration.  It  was  pub- 
licly announced  that  I  was  the  first  to  register  in  this  land 
drawing.  The  sequel  of  the  drawing,  however,  has  not  given 
me  even  the  last  position  among  those  who  succeeded  in  drawing 
a  claim.  In  this  case  the  first  did  not  as  much  as  become  the 
last. 

At  Spokane  there  is  a  large  colony  of  graduates  of  North- 
western: Drs.  Marshall,  '92;  Mason,  '93;  Reed,  '95;  Dunning, 
'99;  Hunt,  '99;  Peterson,  '00;  Shanks,  '01;  Woolson,  '03;  Eastman, 
Hall  and  Lambach,  '05;  Akin  and  Heap,  '07.  Dr.  Manchester, 
'05,  is  now  established  at  Wenatchee. 

At  Coeur  D'Alene,  Idaho,  Drs.  Burnett,  '97  and  Boyington,  '05 
were  visited.  Prosperity  seemed  to  beam  upon  their  faces,  re- 
flecting the  condition  of  the  country  in  which  they  have  driven 
their  stakes.  Dr.  Geo.  A.  Parks,  '00,  seems  to  have  it  all  his  own 
way  at  Elk  City,  which  is  now  one  of  the  great  gold-mining  sec- 
tions in  central  Idaho. 

Dr.  Robert  W.  Beck,  '00,  keeps  pace  with  the  thrift  and  prog- 
ress of  the  flourishing  town  of  Hamilton,  Montana. 

In  Seattle  I  found  Drs.  Ong,  '96;  Bryant,  '97;  Graham,  '99; 
McGregor,  Reedy  and  Saxe,  '00;  Ballou,  '02;  Gordon  and  Phil- 
lips, 03;  Hooey,  Harrison  and  Mittan,  04;  Briggs,  Crawford, 
Wyman  and  Jensen,  '05;  Geary,  '06;  Linne  and  Power,  07.  It 
was  a  source  of  great  regret  that  my  time  was  so  limited  that 
I  could  not  have  an  extensive  visit  with  each  one.  I  wish, 
however,  to  acknowledge  particularly  courtesies  received  from 
Dr.  and  Mrs.  Geary,  Dr.  Crawford  and  Dr.  Power. 

A  flying  visit  was  next  made  to  Victoria,  B.  C,  where  Drs. 
Bamford,  a  former  student  of  our  school,  Humber  and  Thomp-

Time  being  urgent,  the  visit  at  Salt  Lake  City  had  to  be 
confined  to  only  three  hours,  but  during  this  period,  through 
the  courtesy  of  Mr.  Bergstrom  of  the  Senior  class,  who  tendered 
the  use  of  his  carriage,  visits  were  made  upon  Drs.  Catherine 
and  Thomas  Harlan  and  on  Peak,  '00;  Waddell,  '03,  Christian- 
son,  '06,  and  Evans,  Richards  and  Langton,  '08.  Dr.  Kirkwood, 
'99,  has  removed  to  Smithfield,  Utah,  and  Dr.  Tolhurst,  '06,  is 
now  at  Eli,  Nevada. 

The  time  that  was  available  for  the  journey  having  expired, 
as  it  was  necessary  for  me  to  be  at  a  meeting  of  the  National 
Association  of  Dental  Faculties  at  Old  Point  Comfort,  Virginia, 
the  visitations  of  cities  in  Nebraska  and  Iowa  had  to  be  post- 
poned for  another  year."
